“tattoos, which were documented in photographs. Ramirez had an EKG pad on the top of his
right hand and two additional pads on his lower back. Ramirez had abrasions on his face,
which appear consistent with asphalt. He had additional abrasions to the top of his left hand,
left wrist, left forearm, left inner knee, left shin and calf, which appear consistent with the K-9
apprehension. These wounds are not puncture wounds but rather appear to be scrapes. The
injuries on the left arm are consistent with tears to his black leather jacket. His left pant legs
- were not torn but showed marks consistent with bite impressions. There was one bullet wound
to his upper left chest just above the nipple.
